A stiff wind that whipped into fury a fire that started 
from s p o n ta n e o u s combustion reduced to a heap of ashen ruins 
the larvae barn and all its contents on the Park Gardner farm, 
three miles northwest of York Springs, Sunday afternoon 
about 5:30 o’clock. 
The once lartfe barn IOO by 60 feet, with all its contents, 
was still smouldering at noon today, although firemen from 
two county fire companies bravely battled the flames for 
seven hours Sunday evening. Their efforts were not entirely 
unrewarded. 
They succeeded in preventing the roaring 
flames from spreading to neighboring buildings and only a 
corn crib was partially damaged. 
The damage was estimated today by Mr. Gardner at 
$14,000, partially covered by insurance. 
The fire was discovered about 5:30 o’clock Sunday after­ 
noon by Reynolds Helman, tenant on the farm owned by Mr. 
Gardner. The latter resides on an adjoining farm. 
As soon as Mr. Helman discovered the leaping tongues 
of flame he gave the alarm and tile York Springs and Ben- 
j tiers V ille fire companies responded. 
Neighboring farmers 
rushed to the scene of the conflagration and volunteered their 
services. Ail the cattle was saved.
